BEIRUT, Lebanon — Security 
forces were on the alert Wednes- 
day night for a possible rebel 
effort to seize Beirut’s Interna- 
tional Airport before the arrival 
at dawn Thursday of Dag Ham- 
marskjold, secretary general of 
the United Nations. 

Rumors circulated in Beirut 
that opposition forces were plan- 
ning to make a show of strength 
by attacking the airport, Presi- 
dent Camille Chamoun’s official 
residence, and the main govern- 


ment building that contains the 
prime minister’s office. 


INTERVENTION INEVITABLE 


Foreign military intervention 
to guard Lebanon’s border against 
smuggling of arms and men 
from Syria to keep the rebel- 
lion here going was looked on by 
many sources Wednesday as al- 
most inevitable. 

As Hammarskjold traveled 
here to study the situation, this 
capital buzzed with rumors that 
the United States and Britain are 
preparing to send forces to bol- 
ster the government. 

The opposition issued an un- 
signed statement Wednesday 
warning that any form of foreign 
armed intervention would mean 
the end of Lebanon. 


BEIRUT QUIET 

While all this speculation went 
on Beirut had as quiet a day as 
it has had since the trouble be- 
gan early last month.

NEW NUMBER 


Draluck said Coleman told him 
that after payment of the $2,520 
the company’s sales tax acé@gunt 
would be closed out and the firm 
would be issued a new sales tax 
number. 

Records show that the company 
was issued a new sales tax num- 
ber on March 11, 1957, the date 
Draluck said he made the pay- 
ment. 

The tax records also carried 
this handwritten notation in pen- 
cil dated March 11, 1957: ‘“‘Busi- 
ness closed ... unknown .. . per 
Mr. Coleman.” 

Irving Levy, owner of Daffodil 
Food Products Co., and a Consti- 
tution reporter examined the sales 
tax records of the company Wed- 
nesday. They showed no evidence 
that an assessment or an audit 
had ever been made. 

Horace Sewell, who replaced 
Ray as director of the Sales Tax 
Unit, said the issuance of a new 
sales tax number was “‘irregu- 
lar.” 


FOUND RECORDS 


Later in the day he said he 


found some records of the audit | 


that was made at Daffodil Food 
Products Co. He refused to re- 
lease the amount of the assess- 
ment but said he would release all 
details of the case after a thor- 
ough investigation. 

Sewell said he had been unable 
to find where the company had 
ever made a payment on the as- 
sessment. 

In an affidavit given to the Con- 
stitution, Draluck said that a sales 
tax auditor spent several weeks 
in the latter part of 1956 auditing 
the sales records of the Daffodil 
company. 

“After the audit was completed 
the company was notified by the 
sales tax office that K owed an 
assessment of ubout $28,000 or 
more, which included penalties for 
alleged failure to pay the full 
amount of sales taxes when due,” 
Draluck said. 

“Mr. Levy felt that the amount 
of the assessment was ridiculous 
and said they had charged us 
for items that were exempt. He 
asked me to try to confer with 
someone in the Sales Tax Of- 
fice to try to arrive at a just 
settlement.”’ 


Draluck said it was early in 
1957 when he first contacted Cole-

Nazi’s Butchery 
At Buchenwald 
Bared at Trial 


BAYREUTH, Germany (UPI)— 
Former SS Sgt. Martin Sommer, 
the so-called “executioner” of 
Buchenwald, whipped to death 
countless inmates of the notorious 
Nazi concentration camp, a Ger- 
man court was told Wednesday. 

Sommer, 43, is on trial on 
charges of murdering 53 prisoners 
between 1939 and 1943 while he 
was camp cell block supervisor. 
His actual victims, however, have 
been numbered in the hundreds. 

Josef Ackermann, formerly at- 
tached to Buchenwald’s pathologi- 
cal section and now a city offi- 
cial in Munich, told the court 
Wednesday that Sommer used a 
whip made from a leather which 
resembled hippopotamus hide. 

He said “countless” prisoners 
were delivered to his department 
with their kidneys ripped open 
from beatings administered by 
Sommer.

Eisenhower 
Admits Aide 


Was Unwise

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Pres- 
ident Eisenhower agreed Wednes- 
day that Sherman Adams was im- 
prudent in dealings with indus- 
trialist Bernard Goldfine but he 
brushed aside demands for his 
chief assistant’s ouster by bluntly 
declaring “I need him.” 

The President, grim-faced and 
speaking in clipped tones, read 
at his news conference a 400-word 
prepared statement defending 


Adams’ integrity but admitting 
the White House aide had made 
a mistake. 

He then shut off—but not com- 
pletely—any questions on Adams’ 
acceptance of gifts from Goldfine 
or Adams’ calls to federal agen- 
cies on Goldfine’s behalf. 
Without directly saying so, Eis- 
enhower made two points clear: 
He had no intention of firing 
Adams, and he thought Adams 
did a good job presenting his case 
to House influence - investigators 
Tuesday. Adams conceded then he 
should have acted “more prudent- 
ly.” 

The President was asked about 
complaints by some Republicans 
running for reelection that they 
were going to have difficulty fac- 
ing the voters on the Adams-Gold- 
fine issue. He was told they felt 
this way “in the light of this ad- 
ministration’s 1952 attacks on the 
so-called ‘mess in Washington’.”’ 

Asked if he cared to comment, 
the President said “No, I think 
not.”” 

“I have given you my state- 
ment,” he continued. “It is what 
I believe is demanded and ex- 
pected and needed in the circum- 
stances.” 

In his statement, which he read 
with rapid - fire intensity, the 
President listed five “‘conclusions 
on the entire episode.” They 
were: 

“1. I believe that the presenta- 
tion made by Governor Adams to 
the congressional committee yes-

DAWSON, Ga. (UPI)—Negroes 
in Dawson do not live in an 
‘“‘atmosphere of fear’’ as claimed 
by the Washington (D.C.) Post, 
Dawson News Editor Carl Roun- 
tree said Wednesday. 

In an indignant front page edi- 
terial, Rountree said Dawson Ne- 
groes have nothing to fear “except 
fear itself." 

The Post charges were contained 
in a report of slayings of two 
Negroes by policemen. The report 
said that Negroes of the south 
Georgia town live in fear of their 
lives. One police officer involved 
in both cases has been officially 
exonerated in each case. 

The Post reporter described se- 
cret meetings with Negroes at 
which they told of brutality and 
intimidation of members of their 
race. 

Sheriff Z.P. Matthews joined 
Rountree in saying they would 
welcome an inquiry by any re- 
porter.

Highway Board Chairman Roy Chalker 
has recommended setting up an “engi- 
neering-auditing crew” to strengthen or- 
ganization of the State Highway Dept. 

Certainly some such move Is in order. 
But whether a crew of three men could 
perform a job of such magnitude effec- 
tively is a matter for study. Also to be 
considered is the familiar question of 
whether such a crew within the depart- 
ment itself would be dominated and sub- 
jected to political pressures and control 
by the highway board. 

The value of such a crew would be 
limited unless it had authority and inde- 
pendence such as now enjoyed by State 
Auditor B. E. Thrasher. Otherwise it 
could become just another agency to 
cover up practices known to be wrong 
and to justify inefficiency and waste. 

Recent revelations have demonstrated 
quite well that a highway department 
reorganization is in order. The irregu- 
larities at Baxley are a symptom of basic 
inefficiency. So are the other instances of 
violation of the law which have been re- 
vealed. The fact that roads can be built 
and paid for later leaves a loophole a 
mile wide in the whole procedure. 

Mr. Chalker also says that a study 
should be made of the South Carolina 
Highway Department’s system of mak- 
ing contractors responsible for the com- 
pleted highway project. Surely the state 
could ask no less since in spending tax- 
payers’ funds it is responsible for dollar- 
value received. 

Perhaps the state could benefit not 
only in studying the methods of South 
Carolina but those of other states as well. 
The condition of Georgia roads today— 
especially the through highways—as com- 
pared to those of sister states is deplor- 
able. We well might try to find out why. 

The next General Assembly should 
concern itself with finding a better sys- 
tem than that now in use. Georgia never 
will get itself out of the mud as long as 
road funds are spent for political patron- 
age instead of on a basis of need. 

Theoretically the present highway 
board operates independently of the gov- 
ernor. In practice it is dominated by him. 
The Assembly here as elsewhere has been 
bypassed. 

There is little doubt that money 
could be saved by better accounting and 
auditing methods, by sticking strictly to 
bids and by holding contractors respon- 
sible for their work. But this will not end 
the seepage born of politics. 

Georgia counties and, municipalities 
would all fare better if roads could be 
built on a businesslike basis without the 
political toll. 
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House Gets Labor Bill 
With Necessary Teeth 


Senate passage of the Kennedy-lIves 
labor reform bill by an 88-1 vote repre- 
sents a decisive step toward curbing 
many of the abuses which the Senate 
rackets committee uncovered. 

The measure calls for detailed public 
financial reports by unions, secret ballot- 
ing in elections, limits terms of officers 
and imposes other regulations. 

The net result would be to shake 
unions loose from crooked leadership and 
give more control to rank-and-file mem- 
bers. By and large it is a strong measure, 
the kind of potent medicine needed to 
cope with the Becks, Hoffas and others 
of their ilk who have plunged the en- 
tire labor movement into disrepute. 

The Senate bill now goes to the House. 
Surely its membership will accord it 
wholehearted support and will thwart any 
efforts to weaken a single provision aimed 
at cleansing labor of its tarnished hier- 
archy and seeing that the hoodlum ele- 
ment never again gains control,

Following her activi- 
ties is a ludicrous pastime.

Hodges out of the lottery racket and off 
the front pages? This successful contempt 
of law and the courts has gone beyond 
the discouraging stage. It’s downright dis- 
gusting!

Atlanta, DeKalb Schools 
Are on the Right Track 


The schoo] term beginning in Septem- 
ber should prove to be the most produc- 
tive yet for students in the Atlanta and 
DeKalb County systems. 


Both will place emphasis upon beef- 
ing up their respective curriculums. Spe- 
cial attention will be paid to strength- 
ening the course of study in the eighth 
grade, which has a statewide reputation 
of being the weakest link in the edu- 
cational chain. 

A most important development in 
Atlanta and DeKalb is the setup by 
which superior students will be given 
opportunities for advanced study rather 
than being held to the pace of slower 
learners. 
school superintendent, has pointed out, 
this can’ be accomplished without neg- 
lecting the latter group. 


Preregistration figures indicate that 
approximately one-fourth of the. first 
class of eighth graders in DeKalb’s new 
“space-age curriculum” are capable of 
doing advanced work in mathematics and 
science. In addition, foreign languages 


will be taught in the DeKalb eighth 


grade for the first time in September. 

The changes being made in the two 
systems are indicative of the overhaul 
long overdue in curriculums throughout 
the state. 

Although some schools are progressing 
in the right direction, Georgia still has 
a long way to go in raising its educa- 
tional standards to the peak possible 
and enabling its topflight students to 
make the most of their capabilities.

A Roosevelt Memory

Giengen considers Teddy as _ the 
greatest president the United States ever 
had and it has honored him with a pa- 
rade and folk festival because of a toy— 
the Teddy Bear. Richard Steiff, Giengen 
toymaker, produced the first toy bear 
sample in 1903. It was having no great 
success until 1906 when Teddy’s daugh- 
ter, Alice, was married at a White House 
wedding. Teddy, the big game hunter, 
selected the toy bears from Germany as 
favors at the dinner. There was a lot of 
jesting about what kind of bear it was 
and one of the President’s friends said, 
“Why it’s a Teddy Bear, of course.” 

And so the craze for Teddy Bears 
swept the nation and the world, causing 
the factories of Giengen to work overtime 
bringing riches to one and all. 

At any: rate Teddy, whom we all love 
for his service to his country, is revered 
in Giengen as a man for whom a toy was 
named. And that, come to think of it, is

This system prevents the large 
cities from controlling the state 
yet it allows them a fair repre- 
sentation according to their popu- 
lation.

While the Republicans try to propagandize us out of economic 
difficulties and the stock market stays high and official statistics 
show things are great, the individuat American realizes something the 
graphs fail to show. His money just doesn’t go as far as it did. He 
may be indulging himself more, perhaps. 


He may be. buying items that 
have in their price more process- 
ing and more packaging. He may 
be accustomed to a higher living 
standard and unable to retrench. 

But he’s a victim of inflation 


and .no matter how the econo-— 


mists refine it or turn it, that 
means he can’t buy as much for 
a dollar as he used to. And the 
situation isn’t improving for him. 
We may have a surplus of goods, 
we may be slowing down the con- 
struction of factories because con- 
sumer demand is satisfied. The 
fact remains that prices are still 
high. 

The average American is naive 
when it comes to economic theo- 
ry. He doesn’t understand all he 
knows about it. A lot of things 
don’t make sense. For example, 
we have tremendous surpluses of 
corn and support the price so 
farmers raising. corn won't 


starve. Yet in the grocery stores 


and in the feed marts corn is as 
high as a cat’s back and this 
summer it appears that roasting 
ears will be fare strictly for the 
home gardener and the wealthy.

don’t the farmers who are receiv- 
ing government aid for holding 
down production of other com- 
modities turn to production of 
canteloupes? Of course, you can’t 
grow canteloupes everywhere, 


corn, wheat, rice and other 
grains. 

We've been watching the much- 
badgered Benson and have be- 
rated him along with the crowd 
on particular policies he has ex- 
postulated. Actually, Congress is 
directing farm policy and he’s 
handling the administration, al- 
though there is considerable pol- 
icy in that branch also. Benson 
has been trying to reduce prices 
by advocating lower guaranteed 
subsidies on commodities. There 
is much to be said for this point 
of view. Maybe it deserves a try. 
The other way isn’t working. 

Somehow the onward march 
of prices must be stopped. Ade- 
quate supplies aren't stopping the 
climb because the application of 
competition has been eliminated. 

In our opinion, the inflationary 
situation has gone beyond the 
point where it can be relieved by 
tampering and patching. Neither 
is it being corrected by the old 
classic economic rules of supply, 
demand and distribution. 


Drastic correctives are fre- 
quired and in our complicated, 
interdependent economy such cor- 
rectives can come only from gov- 
ernment. Washington still does 
not take a serious enough view 
of what continued inflation means 
to the future. Our economy’s no 
longer free, anyway. It should be 
controlled on a more effective 
level, the consumer level, for a 
faster and more certain cure.

The foremost issue be- 
fore the Christian church today is 
the issue of race. It is a world- 
wide issue. Today we are learn- 
ing what our Lord meant when 
He told us to pray “Our Father.”

Adams Was Smart [ge 


To Answer Critics 


WASHINGTON—Sherman Adams is taking 
the only course open to him if he is to have any se 
chance of weathering the storm which has broken ge 
over him and remaining as the President's assistant where he is 


needed. Adams is wisely discarding the tactic, which was urged upon 
him, of firing a defensive salvo and then ducking into the trenches 
in the hope that the tornado of criticism would blow itself out. 


He now is answering questions 
responsively and openly, having 
made himself available as a wit- 
ness before the House committee 
investigating the federal regula- 
tory agencies and acting like a 
man who has sufficient confi- 
dence in his own case so that he 
doesn’t have to hide behind a 
mimeographed handout. 

What Adams’ testimony — in- 
deed his very willingness to sub- 
mit himself to congressional 
cross-examination—did is to (1) 
help put the whole matter in fairer 
perspective and (2) help the public 
see the kind of man most Wash- 
ington correspondents consider 
him to be—a person of such dedi- 
cation ‘to his job that he coulé al- 
ways be counted on to put the 
public welfare ahead of private 
interest. 


It seems to me accurate to 
say: 

That Bernard Goldfine, the 
New England industrialist who 
was in difficulty with the Federal 
Trade Commission, took advan- 
tager of Adams’ long friendship 
with him rather than Adams’ 
taking advantage of his office to 
favor Goldfine. 

That in inquiring about the 
Goldfine cases with two different

by nearly 96 senators and 435 
congressmen many times for 
many years. 


That unless and until it is 
deemed or legislated to be im- 
proper for any member of Con- 
gress or any member of the ex- 
ecutive to approach the regula- 
tory agencies on pending cases, 
Adams ought not to be hounded 
out of office for following stand- 
ard practice. 


That nothing, on the record thus 
far shows that Adams has been 
influenced through his friendship 
for Goldfine to do anything he 
wouldn’t otherwise do or what 
senators do at the wave of a let- 
ter from a friendly constituent. 

In a word, there is no evidence 
that Adams’ queries in behalf of 
his friend—however powerful his 
post in the White H ffected 
the action of the government on 
Goldfine’s affairs one iota. Nor 
did Adams want them to do so. 


That is the major test of a 


large part of what has now be- 


comé the “‘Adams Case” and on 
that test Adams comes out well. 

But as I see it Adams cannot 
for believing 
that it is proper for him (and if 
for him, it must be proper for 
other officials) to accept several 
thousand dollars’ worth of court- 
esies from any person under any 
circumstances at any time he is

One of these is represented by Arthur Labruce, conchologist. 
Mr. Labruce’s family has lived on the South Carolina coast since 
the early 1700’s—they spelled it Labrosse in those days—dwelling 
for generations in some of the handsome rice plantation houses 
which are to be found on Waccamaw Neck and the Peedee, Sam- 
pit and Winyah rivers. 


Mr. Labruce himself lives in quaint old Georgetown except 
for the summer months of the year when he and his wife move 
into a little cabin overlooking Pawleys Creek with the island 
and the ocean just beyond. Here he maintains his shell 
base of operations, including a small weathered building on stilts 
where his collections are displayed, where he swaps and frades 
with the other collectors and occasionally sells to passing tourists 
bags of shells as mementoes of their trip to the beach. 

“It’s more fun to collect them yourself,” Mr. Labruce admit- 
ted, speaking in the soft, unique accents of the South Carolina 
low countryman. 

“But sometimes,” put in Miss Albright, “‘shell collectors are 
like fishermen. They have poor luck anda they don’t want to. go 
home empty-handed. So where fishermen go by the fish house, 
shell collectors come by Arthur's.” 


Mr. Labruce was nursing a case of arrested tuberculosis 
and had a great need of fresh air and fairly sedentary activity 
when he began to study the shells he had known all his life. 
Today he insists that he is no conchologist but merely a happy 
amateur. 


“T had to find a book to help me identify shells,” Mr. Labruce 
reported whimsically. “So many books have pictures that don't 
look like any ‘of the shells I find. But there is one by Robert 
Abbott Tucker. . . . You can tell the shells from looking at the 
pictures.” 

With a book for a beginning, Arthur Labruce, white haired 
and mahogany skinned from hours in the out-of-doors, assembied 
a collection of between 130 and 150 varieties of shells that are 
familiar to the Atlantic beaches. (Florida Gulf beaches can claim 
more than 400 varieties, due to the warmer waters.) 

Some of Mr. Labruce’s shells are rare but most of them are 
notable simply because they are beautiful. He has arranged them 
in glass cases with great artistry. Occasionally the colors in the 
shells are so vivid visitors suspect Mr. Labruce of giving nature 
a hand—a notion he abhors. 


“I wouldn’t attempt to improve on nature,”’ he says emphati- 
cally. “The only thing I do to my shells is to wash off the salt 
water and if the shell needs to have a luster, I rub a little 
mineral oil on it.” 


Starfish gets a little more complicated treatment. In fact they 
remind me of city dwellers who have pavement-weary feet. They 
get soaked in epsom salts water. 

“This relaxes them,”’ explained Mr. Labruce. “So often a star- 
fish curls up. But if you soak him in warm epsom salts water 
he’ll relax. Then you put him in water with several drops of 
formaldehyde.” 

That finishes off the starfish but Mr. Labruce isn’t squeamish 
about that since starfish are “practically feelingless.” If you're 
planning to take up beachcombing, this is the season for en- 
joying your work. But the best time for finding shells is when the 
wind is from the north and the moon is full. And October and 
November, the hurricane months, are the best months of all.

For Adopted Country

Dear Mrs. Ricker: 

I am a boy, 16 years old, and I have been read- 
ing your column for about a year—ever since I came 
to this country. Before I put my problem to you, I 
want to thank you for everything you have done, and 
are still doing, for teen-agers.

For all the pseudo- 
facts he gave, my father did 
not know the answers nor could 
he refute some crystal-clear 
lies, 

I have read a lot about this, 
mainly foreign ideology, and, 
since my father has always 
approved of me taking part in 
conversations, I talked, angued 
and debated until my opponent 
was dumbfounded. 


But, it appeared he could 
not stand losing this fight in 
logic to a kid like me. He left 
angry and my father also got 
mad. At present I either have 
to go out when we have guests 
or promise to keep my mouth 
shut. Do you agree with this 
new rule of my father’s? 

Should I mince matters in 
defending this country or is it 
all right if I explain my own 
opinions to people, even if they 
become angry? You will do me 


a big favor if you will answer 
this letter in your column. If 
you do, please correct my Eng- 
lish if necessary. I am still 
learning. Thank you. 


Your letter was well written 
and needed very little editing. 

Perhaps your father does not 
speak English well enough, yet, 
to express his opinions clearly. 
But if he does he should have 
firmly stopped the conversation 
before it got started, by saying 
Communistic views were not 
approved by your family. 

Since he didn’t, I think you 
were right to defend the stand- 
ards and ideals of your adopted 
country. To ignore a Commu- 
nist is like ignoring a man 
setting fire te a corner of your 
property — by telling yourself 
“it is only a little fire.” 

Since the offender was a 
guest in your home you should 
have tried to present your views 
and opinions with as much tact 
and diplomacy as possible so as 
to avoid angry feelings, But 
your guest had an obligation, 
teo.

WASHINGTON—It’s been a long 
trail with many detours but the 
most happy fellow on Capitol Hill 
should be House Speaker Sam 
Rayburn. Apparently he knew 
where he was going all along. 

The speaker, who considers him- 
self ‘father’ of the federal re- 
gulatory agencies, started the in- 
vestigation which impaled Sher- 
man Adams, President Eisen- 
hower’s assistant, in a violation 
of the law and rules of one of the 
agencies, the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. The fact remains even 
though Adams disclaimed any 
such intention. 


NOT TO EMBARRASS 


However, “‘Mr. Sam’’ has denied 
that political embarrassment of 
the Republicans is his aim. 

The Adams testimony was the 
most significant to come before 
the House investigation bearing on 
whether, as Rayburn wants 
to know, the agencies are indepen- 
dent. It overshadowed previous 
testimony of others linking Adams 
with Murray Chotiner, Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon’s onetime political as- 
sociate, in representations to the 
Civil Aeronautics Board. In the 
latteF case, Adams emphasized, 
there was nothing by which im- 
proper influence could be ad- 
duced. 

However, in the case of Adams’ 
intercession with FTC for Bernard 
Goldfine, the New Hampshire in- 
dustrialist and his friend, the 
record now shows that the law 
and the applicable rules of the 
FTC have indeed been violated. 
The violation occurred when 
Adams obtained confidential in- 
formation for Goldfine, 


VIOLATION CITED 


Robert W. Lishman, counsel for 
the House Subcommittee on Le- 
islative Oversight, also told 
Adams that it appeared there had 
been a violation of the rules of 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission uin another matter but 
that this would have to be de- 
veloped. Adams challenged tis 
interpretation, saying confidential 
information obtained from the 
SEC for Goldfine had not been 
passed on to him. 

It is obvious that in the mat- 
ter of digging, Mr. Rayburn’s in- 
vestigation got to the potatoes it 
wanted. There may be more in 
the ground. 

In the end, perhaps the House 
Subcommittee on Legislative Ov- 
ersight will follow the advice of 
Adams himself when he said: 
“The manner under which the 
White House staff operates is a 
result of a rather long history of 
routine. Whether that is wise or 
not, I would consider subject to 
consideratiton by your commit- 
tee,”
